The boy’s right 
leg is affected.

Rosenwalds Enthusiastic 
Akout Ben-Gurion, Trip

-The trip of Mr. and Mrs. 


Lessing Rosenwald to 


Israel seems very likely to have started an era of co-operation 
and friend’y opposition between the anti-Zionists of the United 
States and the leadership of Israel. 


Whether this materializes or not 


will—it was quite evident as this 
reporter talked to the returning 
Rosenwalds that they have _ be- 
come more enamored with Is- 
rael. 

When met at the airport, they 
heaped praise and admiration 


for the developments they saw 


in Israel and for the warm, cor- 
dial hospitality and courtesy 
shown them by their hosts. 
(The POST was told by a re- 
liable source that the Rosen- 
walds had been invited to Israel 
by Ben-Gurion after it 
learned that Lessing Rosenwald 
was beginning to change in his 
adamant anti-Israel views.) 


BEN-GURION’s attitude to the 
Rosenwalds can best be under- 
stood by the inscription in the 
book he gave to them as a part- 
ing gift: 

“To Edith and Lessing 
Rosenwald in recognition of 
your deep sincerity and 
honesty in opposition and in 
friendship, from Paula and 
David Ben-Gurion — Jerusa- 
elm, January 26, 1957.” 
BEN-GURION is seeking a 

method of enrolling the anti- 
iZonists in fund-raising for Is- 
rael. The anti-Zionists until now 
have refused to participate in 
the United Jewish Appeal be- 
cause the American Zionist or- 
ganizations are among the ben- 
efactors. 

Rosenwald has agreed to in- 
formal talks with Abba Eban 
to seek some formula to partici- 
pate in the settlement in Israel 
of Jewish victims of persecution 
all over the world.

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ISRAELIS AMONG 10 BEST-FED PEOPLES IN WORLD DURING 1956

HAIFA—Despite critical food shortages such a 
short time back it seems like only yesterday, Is- 
raelis are today among the 10 best-fed peoples in 
the world. 

Not only that, but because of a 16 per cent 
rise in food production during 1956, a rise with 
which Israel’s population increase did not keep 
pace, some of its produce, specifically tomatoes and 
@ther vegetables, had to be destroyed or fed to 
eattle. 

IN ADDITION, Israel’s milk production has 
broken the world’s record. Its 1956 average yield 
per cow, 5,000 quarts, is followed in order by 
Switzerland, Denmark, Holland, and the United 
States. ‘ 

Recent surveys show that the Israelis eat more 
chicken and eggs than any other people, with the 
possib!e exception of persons living in the United 
States. 

THESE SURVEYS show, too, that while Amer- 
icans eat more meat and drink more milk, the 
average Israeli eats more fruit and vegetables. 

In 1956, 34 per cent more chickens were sold 
for meat than in the preceding year, according to 
Tnuva, the Histadrut’s agricultural produce mar- 
keting network; and this increase was effected de- 
spite a sex-hormone campaign which caused a 
virtual chicken boycott for several months, till 
hormone injections were banned, 


IN 1955, Israelis grew just enough to fill their 
needs in most categories, and even today there is 
still a shortage of grain, beef, and certain vege- 
table oils; but the experts predict that by 1960, or 
even earlier, the state will supply all its own needs. 
Even sugar will be Israel-made, from beets pro- 
cessed at four new refineries. 

The only product that will have to be 
ported will be wheat. 

ACTUALLY, Israel has enough fertile acre- 
age to grow its wheat, too, just as it grows its 
barley, corn, and other grains, but it prefers to 
use this land for crops with higher monetary 
values, such as cotton, oranges, and bananas. 

Most of Israel’s produce is marketed by Tnuva, 
which is government-owned; but two smaller net- 
works, both privately owned, also hand’e a good 
share. 

ALL ARE AGREED that agricultural produc- 
tion reached the saturation point in the summer 
and early autumn, 1956. 

They are not agreed on what to do about it. 

AS IN THE United States, expanded farm out- 
put means lower farm income. Because of the sur- 
pluses, prices for most foods did not rise more 
than 1 or 2 per cent compared to 1956, while ex- 
penditures for taxes, electricity, water, fuel, etc, 
rose by an average of 20 per cent. 

Tnuva heads suggested that the government 
push exports of produce as a means of solving 
its surplus problem. As it was, exports from Is- 


im- 


rael in 1956 included 20 million eggs, 1,500 tons of 
bananas, plus guavas, avocades, canned chicken, 
olives, canned goose and dwek, canned fish, and 
citrus fruit, Israel’s first-ranking export. 

Despite the increased export activity, hun- 
dreds of truckloads of tomatoes and other vege- 
tables st#1 had to be destroyed. 


TO PREVENT the 1957 surpluses, Tnuva now 
advocates a ban on further agricultural develop- 
ment, except for wheat or grass for cattle. 

Better production methods, combined with the 
-xtermination of depredatory birds, mice, etc., 
would suffice to keep up with the population 
growth, Tnuva argues. 


OPPONENTS of the Tnuva program say, how- 
ever, that Israel cannot afford to stop developing 
agriculturally. Newcomers must be_ settled in 
villages. New kibbutzim are springing up.  Is- 
rael requires an ever-increasing number of border 
settlements to insure security. And every village 
and settlement tills land, keeps cows and chickens, 
and plants orchards, groves, and gardens. 

One possible solution is to encourage the new 
settlers to grow industrial crops, such as cotton, 
beets, soya beans, etc, 

Backing up this suggestion is Sam Hamburger 
of Califorina, who introduced cotton to Israel. He 
feels that American investment in Israeli indus- 
trial crops is needed urgently and that much can 
be done if Israelis will specialize in such crops.

Rabbinical Body 
To Study Revival 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The 
current Jewish religious re- 
vival will get a thorough in- 
spection when the Syna- 
gogue Council ef America, 
composed cf all branches of 
Judaism, discusses the sub- 
ject at its second annual 
two-day general assembly 
here March 24-25. 








SPECIFICALLY, the survey 
showed that in the bureaus 
polled, 40 per cent accepting the 
discriminatory requests from 
the prospective employers used 
registration forms which re- 
quested information regarding 
religion. An additional 9 per cent 
asked for such information at 
interviews. 

Also, 71 per cent as a matter 
of administrative routine or on 
request furnished employers 
with information regarding ap- 
plicants’ religion, 

FIFTY-THREE per cent of the 
offices reported experiencing 
difficulty in placing applicants 
because of race, religion, or na- 
tional origin. Sixty-six per cent 
reported receiving orders speci- 
fying restrictions against Jews 
and members of other minority 
groups. 

Another part of the report 
told that about 20 per cent or 
more of Midwestern and West- 
ern employers who have had 
job openings during the last five 
years have refused to hire Jews. 


IN CHICAGO, an _ ongoing 
study of the hiring practices of 
major business firms by the Bu- 
reau. on Jewish Employment 
Problems has_ revealed that 
about 18 per cent of 20,000 job 
orders placed during the last 
six months with commercial 
employment agencies barréd 
Jews from consideration. 





A previous survey by the Bu- 
reau, conducted jointly with the 
ADL, disclosed that from 1952 
to 1955 8,800 or 22 per cent of 
40,000 job orders placed barred 
Jews, Also, of 5,500 firms cov- 
ered, 1,500 or 27 per cent speci- 
fied no Jews wanted.

British Rabbi Hits

“Haven't many of our own peo- 
ple been patients there?” she 
adds. 


AMONG 


SPEAKING OF world affairs, 
Mrs. Rips says: “I’m not really 
smart in  politicS, national or 
world, It is too big for my little 
head I can’t even give a 
fair estimate of the Jewish situ- 
ation in the United States, This 
is Texas, you know. We can’t 
judge the rest of the country 
by conditions in Texas.” 

As for Israel, Mrs. Rips frank- 
ly admits the problem is too 
big for her. to comprehend 
clearly. 


“OF COURSE we must help,” 
she says. “We must have Israel 
for the Jews who need it. And 
although I am Jooking forward 
to a trip there as soon as things 
quiet down-—every Jew should 
try to visit Israel—I can readily 
see why the American Jewish 
youth is not eager to live there. 
There are so many more oppor- 
tunities for them right in our 
own country.” 

Returning to 
Rips. said: 

“I don’t know whether a reli- 
gious revival is currently taking 
place in the Untied States. Re- 
nember. we in San Antonio are 
sort of isolated. But I am very 
pleased to see the voung people 
—AZAs, BBGs, USYs, and other 
youth groups—meet with mem- 
bers of neighboring communi- 
ties here in the Southwest. The 
conventions they. have so often 
is a very healthy thing for them. 
The younger children all go to 
Sunday school, which has really 
become a religious school in the 
sense that Jewish history is 
taught more _ intensely than 
heretofore.

Most Israelis Seem To Read 
Cheap American Books

HAIFA What Israelis reading, these days of 
diplomatic crisis? 

On the basis of bookstore and newsstand displays, the quick 
observer would be apt to reply “American pocketbooks,” for these 
soft-covered,’ colorful, handy-sized volumes seem indeed almost 
to have conquered the market here. Most of what appears on the 
book racks of the American drug store, the and the bad 
alike, now are available here, and the low price puts them within 
the reach of almost anyone. Hardly a home in Israel today does 
not have one of two shelves full of pocketbooks. 

The average Israeli conducts his monthly budget with very 
| little to spare, and there is good reason to believe that if he buys 
; a couple of pocketbooks he is unwilling to spend any more this 
month to purchase a Hebrew book, and the local publishing in- 
dustry claims to have been hard hit by the unfair competition 


from abroad. ‘ 


ABLL AMERICAN BOOKS have until been sold at 
prices below those on the American market, as the result of an 
arrangement between the U. S. State Department and the gov; 
ernment of Israel. In effect it was a form of subsidy for, the 
import of American bocks, and the local readers were delighted. 
This month, however, the prices are going up, and local pub- 
lishers hope that they wil]l be in a better competitive position. 

About 1,000 new titles a year are published by the 60-odd 
publishers in Israel, and many of the books enjoy a circulation 
of 3,000 to 4,000 copies each. Lest you think this figure low, let 
me remind the reader that many books published in America 
rarely attain that total. "i 

The output here is composed of both fiction and non-fiction, 
originals and translations, juveniles, text books, ete, At a recent 
publishers’ exhibit in Tel Aviv, 1,500 books for children up to the 
age of 16 were on display. A previous exhibit showed 500 titles 
on education, pedagogy, science and literature texts.

‘THE DAILY HAARETZ publishes a monthly best-seller list, 
based on a report of two bookstores in Jerusalem, two in Tel 
Aviv and one in Haifa. The list is almost completely different 
from month to month, and reflects the latest books offered, rather 
than any constant and eoentinuing demand for a volume, such as 
appears to characterize te American best-seller lists. Presum- 
ably, the selection here suffers from a‘l the defects which have 
many times been pointed out in the American reporting system 
as well. 

Last month the following were the leaders on 
fiction list: 

1. The Man in the Gray Flannel Suit. 

2. The Desert Awakens, by Walt Disney. 

3. Marjorie Morgenstern (that’s the way it is translated). 

4. The Idiot, by Dostoyevsky. 

The non-fiction list was headed by an anthology of stories and 
press reports on the Sinai campaign, and was followed by a book 
on Freud’s theories. 

I recall when No. 1 on the list was the new Enginee:’s Hand- 
book, first of its kind in Hebrew, with Kinsey’s study of the sex 
habits of the femak ignominiously in second place.

Lack of Dianity at Weddings, 


NEWARK, NJ. (NJP)—One 
of Newark’s most outspoken 
rabbis has spoken out again .on 
the subject of untidy dress at 
funerals ang levity at weddings. 

Dr. Louis M. Levitsky, writ- 
ing in last week’s issue of the 
Oheb Shalom Review, the offi- 
cial bulletin of his eongregation, 
says he is “appalled” by the 
failure of persons to see that 
both funerals and weddings are 
religious services, 

“YOU CAN imagine how a 
rabbi feels when he meets the 
groom and all his party in the 


midst of drinking preceding the 
ceremony,” Dr. Levitsky said. 
“The inevitable overtones such 
as levity and careless speech 
certainly do not make for the 
dignity of any religious service. 
Solemnity should be the note.” 


ON THE TOPIC of funerals, 
Dr. Levitsky said he is equally 
“disturbed” by the presence of 
persons without neckties and in 
similar forms of disarray. 

“The least we ought to do is 
to dress with some degree of 
dignity,’ Dr. Levitsky says.

Professor (of Old Testament 
and theology) Koehler is a most 
thorough scholar, and most of 
his volume is sound and enlight- 
ening. He is happy to report 
the freedom of the Hebrew 
woman (often denied by rebel- 
lious Jews themselves); that 
“Law and righteousness are the 
true marks of Hebrew nobility”; 
and other remarkable virtues of 
the ancient people. 

The personal parallax is evi- 
dent, however. The Hebrews had 
“little medicine,” says he (de- 
spite evidence in the Torah); 
but the healing miracles of Je- 
sus are to be accepted without 
question”: “Jesus . , . gave men 
a freedom of which the Hebrew 
as yet knew nothing.” 

Nevertheless, the book is a 
goog one, though the author 
should have consulted a learned 
Jew. 


ANCESTORS AND IMMI- 
GRANTS, by Barbara Miller 
Solomon, $4.75 (Harvard). 


It is today little known that 
the Immigration Restriction 
League of Boston, organized 
over 60 years ago, sparked the 
legislation that followed the first 
World War, reserving the right 
of entry largely to the landsleut 
of the league’s members. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
was one of that group of Har- 
vard savants and other self-de- 
luded philosophers who favored 
only Anglo-Saxons, and created 
stereotypes of other stocks, As 
the Irish gained voting strength, 
however, he stretched a_ point 
in their favor. (We know that 
his distinguished grandson mar- 
ried: the beautiful daughter of 
an Italian immigrant.) 

Here is the entire story, in- 
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cluding the opinions of some 
highly placed dissenters, in a 
study marvelously thorough and 
sapient. Lowell, lover of Hebrew 
and the Old Testament, still 
looked upon the Jew only as “a 
wretcheg street vendor.” He ac- 
tually feared them, 

“The Jews, rather than the 
Irish became the special focus 
of Henry Adams’ xenophobia.” 
The Brahmins developed a Teu- 
tonist rationale. College courses 
covered “the problem of immi- 
gration with its ramifications 
in socialism, intemperance, and 
cheap labor.” Always the Jew 
was a bete noir. A book as fas- 
cinating as it is unique and au- 
thoritative. 


NEHE, by Mayme A. Swift, 
$2.50 (Pageant Press). 

Nehe is Nhemiah, and Miss 
Swift has reconstructed “the 
story of a great builder” in brief 
chapters for the young reader. 
It is a good story, authentic in 
detail, depicting life in rebuilt 
Jerusalem after the exile, and 
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offering the inspiration of tri- 
umph over hardship and opposi- 
tion. 


WHAT WILL YE SAY TO THE 
SHULAMITE?, by Maxine 
Sloan, $2.50 (Pageant Press}. 


Mrs. Sloan is a Baptist whose 
interests include a_ thorough 
study ef the Song of Songs. She 
accepts neither the Christian 
nor the Jewish exposition of the 
biblical work, as an expression 
of divine love, but as a human 
love story wherein the king is 
rejected by his dark-skinned in- 
amorata, Each chapter is ana- 
lyzed, with considerable astute- 
ness. Then the drama is pre- 
sented in play form, with prop- 
er stage directions. 

However, the author, some- 
times employing the _ intuition 
eath woman believes is hers by 
divine right, discovers hidden 
meanings in the book, of histori- 
cal significance for Israel. 

ABRAHAM BURSTEIN 
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THOSE WHO CHALLENGE — 


The actions of the United States Congressmen who 
sought to forestall the visit of Tito to the United States 
lay them open to a dual loyalty accusation. 

Are these Senators and the United States citizens who 
believe with them that Tito and his brand of Communism 
seek only harm for the United States aware of the fact 
that the State Department and our foreign relations ex- 
perts have passed upon President Eisenhower’s invitation 
to the Yugoslavian dictator? 

The assumption by these people that they know better 
what is good for the United States than our government is 
only a smoke screen for their real motives. 

Only those who support the United States government 
are good Americans. 

The POST recommends the formation of an organiza- 
tion of the good Americans to fight those who would op- 
pose Tito’s visit. It should not have a negative name and 
it should have “American” as part of its title. We should 
make it clear to the press that we good Americans are the 
only ones loyal to democracies and we should seek to make 
it clear that there is a great distinction between us and 
these people, Congressmen and so forth, who would op- 
pose both Dulles and Eisenhower. 

Those who oppose Tito cannot speak in the name of 
all Americans and their attempt to make it appear that 
they represent more than 10 per cent of the Americans is 
part of an anti-United States plot. 

There must be some ex-clergyman who did not serve 
his country as a chaplain who will lead this crusade to 
show up the anti-Americanism of these Congressmen and 
others. 


JAM SESSIONS IN ISRAEL 


Under the stewardship of Mr. Epstein, the ZOA Dan- 
iel Frisch House in Tel Aviv has blossomed into a bit of 
America in Israel. 

This is a happy development which all American 
Jews can applaud. Israel can use a great deal of Ameri- 
can zeal and energy and know-how. 

But just how much American culture and what kind 
Israel should import is something else again. 

That is why we question the jam sessions which are 
currently being promoted by the ZOA House. 

When the ZOA House held a three- or four-day as- 
sembly of interested young people to introduce baseball 
into Israel, we could see this as intelligent fostering of a 
sport which could link closely Israel and America. 

But why Israel should need American jazz and the 
excesses which it brings along with it, we find difficult 
to fathom. 

We know that the Israelis who visit the, United States 
could have been misled into believing tnat perhaps modern 
American ballroom dancing is a part of the new American 
Jewish ritual that American Judaism is developing in view 
of the widespread number of dances that our congrega- 
tions—even the Orthodox ones—hold. But Mr. Epstein, 
being an American knows better. 

. A report in The Jerusalem Post describing the jam 
session at the ZOA House had this to say: 

“By midnight, the crowded main hall of ZOA House was 
vibrating to hysterically shrieking trumpets, the rhythm of 
drums, and the wailing of saxophones, while other rooms 
rocked with jitter-buggers.” 

We do not want to object too much to almost anything 
the Israelis themselves do, recognizing that the nation is 
going through a development stage. 

But this makes it all the more important why Ameri- 
cans, who should know better, would import from the 
United States only that part of our culture which might 
add grace and loveliness to the Israel scene. We applaud 
the stress on folk dancing in Israel, and we’re intrigued by 
the idea of the Inbal dancers and other dance groups which 
seek to convey in the dance idiom, traditional Jewish ex- 
pressions. 

But let’s leave Rock ’n’ Roll and jam sessions and their 
concomitant problems on this side of the Atlantic. 


WORTH WATCHING 


The plan projected by the Los Angeles Jewish Com- 
munity of taking its leadership off to a “retreat” or a “re- 
turn” for a week end of education and study is worth 
watching. 

This same technique made the Wildacre Plan for Jew- 
ish institutes such a thriving innovation for B’nai B’rith. 

Rabbis, too, have employed the technique to introduce 
the leadership of their own congregations to the joys of 
Jewish living. 

In every case, the program has worked beautifully. 
This is inevitable. Just like all men have an atavistic 
yearning to some day return to the soil, we believe that 
time has woven into the Jewish pattern of living an in- 
eradicable will to want to study. 

When the Jew is brought back to contact with knowl- 
edge, even those hard-bitten businessmen who usually 
won't read past the stock market reports, something hap- 
pens. It’s like bringing a-starving person to a table laden 
with food. 

In the case of the alert LA Jewish community, Camp 
Brandeis operated by Shlomo Bardin is at hand with com- 
plete facilities, just for such an occasion. But this is only 
a fortuitous circumstance. Other communities would have 


little difficulty in finding 4 place where for several days 
and with none of the distractions that drive them to their 
wit’s end at home, they can study and discuss, probe and 
absorb, and come back curious and excited, and prepared 
emotionally for the task which is that of Jewish leadership 
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_ Some years ago a prominent Jewish doc- 
tor asked us to recommend a certain num 
ber of Jewish books that as a Jew he should 
have in his library. This was at a time 
when for a fashionable home to be found 
with a Jewish book or a Jewish painting was 
to label its owner an odd creature. 

Recently a friend of ours asked if we 
knew whether songs for the Friday evening 
meal were available on records, 

Last Wednesday, the Niles Township 
Jewish Congregation conducted for the men 
and women of the community an “Invitation 
To The Sabbath,” which was a workshop on 
how to celebrate the Sabbath at home. 

THE MORAL to this piece doesn’t have 
to be stressed, at least not in The POST. 
We've often contended that what the U. S. 
Jewish community wants and needs is a 
down-to-earth, elemental instruction in how 
to lead a Jewish life—at least from the ritual 
standpeint if nothing else. 

This has meant to us, not alone what 
Rabbi Sidney Jacobs is doing in his Chicago 
suburban congregation, but that all rabbis 
should begin to teach, even if it means elimi- 
nating the sermon in favor of lessons in 
Judaism, : 

Rabbi Emanuel Feldman of Atlanta is do- 
Ing just that. We wrete to him, inquiring 
just what success these lessons instead of ser- 
mons had been meeting, and he was enthusi- 
astic about the respense in terms of attend- 
ance and the general interest. 

TOO MANY JEWS are bashful when it 
comes to ignorance on Jewish practices. Only 
the rare one will approach the rabbi to seek 
out information on this score. The others go 


‘on being envious of those who, because of 


their childhood environment, now practice a 
rich Jewish home life. 

It is up to the rabbinate. Everything suc- 
cessful in the Jewish community in the past 


_—_— 


10 years has had an element of this techniqu 

—that of teaching. . 
The B'nai Brith Institutes of Judaism, 

which should have been a colossal flop, have 


shown that Jewish education for adults has {/ 


passed from the realm of a leisure time 
luxury in which few would indulge to a 
necessity for full living, almost as much ag 
any other part of family life. 


WE’VE NOTICED the rather plaintive 
notes appearing in the synagogue bulletins 
we read in connection with remembering the 
congregation in one’s will. Bequests to syna- 
gogues have become a rarity, although re. 
cently Har Sinai in Baltimore was the re. 
cipient of a $600,000 legacy, the largest we 
think in American Jewish history. 

These items in the bulletins certainly are 
warranted, but they must strike others ag 
they strike us, as just a little less than gen- 
teel reminders of what is a rather delicate 
subject, both because it involves money and 
aise because it involves death. 

‘AN ANSWER to this predicament may 
be found in what Rabbi Edgar Siskin’s North 
Shore Congregation Israel, in Glencoe, Il, 
is doing. ‘They are setting up an endow- 
ment fund. 

“Many thousands of men and women 
have found happiness and satisfaction in giv. 
ing substantial sums to the religious institu- 
tion with which they are affiliated,” President 
Alan J. Altheimer said in announcing the 
fund. “I know that our members will be 
similarly rewarded by contributions to the 
Endowment Fund of North Shore Congre- 
gation Israel.” 

IN OTHER WORDS, the setting up of 
such a fund makes it possible to solicit gifts 
for such as bequests, and without anyone 
feeling that fund-raising -had trespassed the 
bounds of decency.

The Midst of Them’ 
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The Journal of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis recently devoted an issue to 
the architecture and interior decoration of 
some of the new synagogues that have been 
built in our land, They offer irrefutable 
testimony to the fact that we have congre: 
oe voweeee Qations that are wealthy and 
generous. They prove for 
the most part that wealth 
can purchase good taste. 

They reveal also that 
architects, sculptors, wood- 
‘ carvers, textile weavers, 
craftsmen in glass and pre- 
‘ cious metals, even leather 
workers and_ landscapers 

have been ably impressed 
Weinstein into a co-operative effort to 
make Judaism plastic, to meld the ideas of 
the faith into forms that sing to the eye. 
They have given eloquent testimony that a 
good marriage can be made between ancient 
tradition and modern function. 

Jews may have an edifice complex, but 
it seems to be well sublimated. 

THE MORE important question is, how- 
ever, whether these buildings are anything 
more than a happy by-product of suburban 
taste and prosperity—a social projection of 
the Jew’s desire to live in a good home with 
fine modern appointments; perhaps in some 
measure a ransom for his soul, since pros- 
perity in our market oriented society often 
breeds feelings of guilt. 

There is also, of course, the matter of 
tax exemption. 

The favored treatment given to gifts to 
churches and synagogues makes Uncle Sam 
the single largest temple builder in the land. 
Moses asked the children of the wilderness 
to give, each as his heart made him willing, 
his ring or bracelet, or fabric, or hide, or 
vessel. Today the request is often screened 
through the family or business accountant. 

IN SPITE of this, there is evidence that 
the buildings are in some measure at least a 
reflection of a greater religious interest, even 
a deeper piety, on the part of Jews in 
America. The very fact that these modern 
sanctuaries make use of every possible re- 
ligious symbol reveals that the worshipper 
now wants a place of prayer that resembles 
a shrine and not a theatre or a cinema. 

The fact that practically all new Temples 
have an intimate chapel for smaller services, 
weddings, funerals, and other significant oc- 
casions is indicative of the desire of most 
Jews to relate meaningful events to the re- 
lUgioua sancta af their faith.

Especially important is the return of the 
daily service to many Reform and Conserva 
tive congregations, What began as a courtesy 
to the Yahrzeit Kaddish sayers has often de- 
veloped into a most vital religious experience 
for many Jews.

JEWS SHOULD 


BE SELVES; 


NOT TRY TO CHANGE BIASED 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

Despite all assurances of po- 
litical and economfie security in 
the United States, many Jewish 
groups display by their beha- 
vior great feelings of insecurity. 
An apparent inability to take 
one’s position as a Jew for 
granted becomes an inability to 
expect others to take one’s po- 
sition as a Jew for granted. As 
a result, we experience a gen- 
erally higher level of anxiety 
than the rest of the population. 

This collective anxiety is 
chiefly apparent in our Trela- 
tions with those who oppose our 
views, 

Consider, for example, Secre- 
tary of State Dulles. We do the 
secretary a great injustice by 
continually condemning him for 
his position concerning Israel. 
He has been good enough to 
leave no doubts regarding his 
attitude towards Israel and the 
Jewish people in general. 

Why, therefore, do we persist: 
ently bombard him with appeals, 
denunciations, resolutions, tele- 
grams, ete.? Why do we pretend, 
against all the precedents of 
Jewish history, that some good 
may come from one who is cyn- 
ically and irrevocably unfriend- 
ly? Are we like little children, 
wko, no matter how many times 
the neighborhood drunk may 
pass through, repeatedly _ be- 
come excited and draw atten- 
tion to his presence? Is any- 
thing really accomplished? 

Recently I was in jami 
Beach. While discussing the op- 
ulence and extravagance of the 
town, on several occasions I 


heard the remark, furtively, “TI 
wonder what the gentiles think 
of al this?” ' 

The implication here is that 


non-Jews with less’ material 


ysplendor will be aroused to envy 


and resentment. 

This uncalled-for self - cons- 
ciousness is another example of 
collective Jewish anxiety. It is 
really beside the point, for the 
anti-Semite never cares whether 
those he condemns are really 
guilty of what he accuses them. 
It matters little to him that the 
Jew he accuses of being an in- 
ternational moneylender may be 
a humble garment cutter, © or 
that the oneche calls a Commu- 
nist may be a wealthy member 
of the established order. He 
hates segardiess, 

The point here is that our emo- 

tionalism will not change any- 
thing; what will happen will 
happen anyway. 
- We should, therefore, be our- 
selves and not be ashamed of it. 
We should recognize Secretary 
Dulles and the State Depart- 
ment for the views they hold, 
and we should hold firmly to 
our views—and support them 
with deeds. 

As a people, we have the mor- 
al and material resources to in- 
sure the survival of Israel. 
There is no reason to display a 
weakness out of all proportion 
to our real strength. After all, 
with a history such as ours, can 
our adversaries come up with 
anything we haven't faced—and 
outlasted, before?
